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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As to arguments presented on page 7, applicant 
argues that the reference, Stewart et al. U.S. Patent 6,732,176 (hereinafter '176) does not teach: "receiving at a plug-in device a 
comnnand to initiate network activation procedures" and "The second step recites determining at the plug-in device a network activation 
status of the computer" 

The Office disagrees these steps are clearly shown through out reference see '176 col. 2. lines 45-49 "Alternatively, each of the access 
points may be operable to broadcast request for identification information, e.g., broadcast recognized System IDs to the PCDs, wherein 
the identification information". Furthermore, "determining at the plug-in device a network activation status of the computer" is more 
clearly shown in col. 10, tine 9 through col. 11, line 54 "In step 206 the access point 120 to which the user has connected may transmit 
known geographic location information to the network ... This known geographic location information may originate from the AP 120 or 
from the PCD 110 of the user. As discussed further below, this known geographic location information may be used in various ways ... 
The geographic location information may be also be used in determining the network services or access privileges of the user or used in 
determining charging aspect of the use". 

On paged 8-9, the applicant argues 'In no point in the reference does '176 configure the computer with network activation information in 
order to establish network activation". 

The Office disagrees applicant is reminded the reference as a whole should be considered for teaching the invention; the cited text is 
merely a guide. The reference shows configuring the computer (or PCD) to establish network activation in col. 7, lines 10-23 "If no 
previous affiliation with a network provider is detected, a default network provider may be selected". In addition there are many other 
examples throughout reference of a network activation method from the PCD. 
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
